The speaker, 
who lia.O como up to Afnntrnal to see 
Dr. Ij. V. King and ieiirn more from 
him concerning the theory of spinning 
,e1ect1onti delivered a very effective mi- 
dross on, "Mlodern Atomic Theories." 

r>r. -Vdams commenced with a little 
iniroductorj- tviinmonl on ïli'ct.loii.s. 
An electron hi ^<t.•^t'^d. may he re- 
gaxdod its a mnthomalical point end- 
owed with an electric charge. Hnw- 
nvcr. experiments conducted under 
this belief brought forth roHiills th.il 
were not quite ac/juratp. niul .since 
phy.sltiKls begun alininpt.s to di:"cnvpr 
other f.irt,H :ibout eleclron.s which 
«•>viild iioccM.iaiily Ik; proved ..!iihsl;in- 
l;ial. The speaker then gave some 
views that eminent scientists support 
recirding this rnstten. One person 
con'jders an nlncUon as a finite vol- 
ume while another spealia of a con 
Ktjinl volume eleclrtan. 

Continuing the lecturer gave an out 
line of King's theorj' and pointed out 
how the energ>' of these olectrouf .n 
niotlon oould hp determined with the 
use of formulae.

Dr. .^dam..) a^stlmcd that the olectron 
in question tr.xvelled in a .straight l.ne 
and not in an orbit. He abio stated 
that the Problem concerning the' na- 
ture of an electromagnetic field where 
Che electron moves in a curved p.ath 
haa not yeit hcf>n solved. No one has 
succeeded in finding a tranHfoj-matlon 
for a rotating axis. 

Comparing IDIesteln's theory nt re- 
lativity with Kin,t;'.'< theory of spinning 
electrona. trhe spe.iker said that the 
■lattc/a was inconsistent with Ein- 
sleins. The theoo' of relali!v.ty is a 
mathcmatioai one, and not a physical 
one.'

orlg.naBty and accuracy over former 
theories on electrons that it has hcftii 
regarded tin ihu 'best yet obtiillned .

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(Continued from page 
been greatly demoralized 
younger generation was growing up 
no longer Interested In their fathers' 

pursuits but rather in rhetoric and 
sharp sopli'stry. The innovations of 
Kurlpidcs followed the now line of 
thought. 

Aristophanes, however. was a 
staunch nonseiTatlve. looking back to 
the good old days, hating anil satiiiz- 
'ng demagogue control of the demo- 
cracy. Thus he was always at odds 
with Euripides, and though he lack- 
ed that tragedian's phlln.sophic depth 
he had sj-m|\ithy and tenderne.ss, as 
well as shrewilness. Nor docs lie lack 
lynicnl power, for he is a strange mix- 
ture of a lofty poet and a subtle hu- 
morist. 

To the comedians of that time, there 
was grantiHl perfect frcetlom of ma- 
terial, and institutions, imlicies, hotli 
political and social, as well as out- 
standing individuals were subjected 
to their lash. Nor did they take too 
great care In the matter (ft accuracy 
for often all. their purpose was but to 
rouse a good laugh. 

Dr. Woodhead then dealt briefly 
with Aristophanes' other plays be- 
fore coming to tho clouds. Tho "Wo- 
men at the Festival." satirizes Kurl- 
pldes anfl tolls of a protest on the 
part of the women against his por- 
trayal of them. The "Krogs", written 
after the tragedinn's death tells of a 
vihi; whinii the god Dionysus paj's to 
But In careful mcasurcmcnt.s of 



life. 



their work, Euripides is worsted by 
Asschylus. 

Tho "Birds," perhaps the finest of 
Aristophanes' plays differs from the 
rcKi in not dealing with personalities. 
Two Athenians tired of their city. 
Journey to the kingdom of tlie Birds 
and persuade them to fortify the mid- 
air and starve the gods Into submis- 
sion by cutting them off from the 
sacrifices on eartli and their mortal 
amours. Tlio.v succecil .so well In 
their purpose that the pods are driv- 
en to pormit the marriage of ono 
of the men with nn Immortal and 
the play thus ends h.applly. 

The "Clouds," is made still more 
Interesting since It deals with !3oc- 
ratos. 

At tlial time, he had long been a 
familiar figure with his quaint ap- 
pearance and manners. Thus ho of- 
fered a ready butt, and so Ailsto- 
phancs attributes to him the vices of 
tho extreme soplilsta. Yet there its 
no reason to believe that there existed 
any personal lll-wlll on tho part of the 
poet against Socrates. 

As tho play - opens, the old farmer 
Strepslades looks at his sleeping son 
Phcldippide.s .and lell.s Iils .sad .story. 
He had married a city dame, and his 
son now spent all lii.^ ilnie on hoise- 
racing, thus running his fatlier into 
debt. Tho old farmer gets an idea. 
Ho will send his son to .Socrates' 
thlhklng shop, where hn will learn 
lo make the worse appear the better 
cause. But tho son refuses to lose 
Ills complexion al college and so the 
old' man goes himself. His adven- 
tures arc next described. Socrates 
readily accepts a paying pupil, where- 
as the rool Socrates took no fee, Tho 
Ciods .are isoon discredited .os old- 
fasliinnert and the Clouds, who form 
tho chorus, are nccoptert as the now 
divinities. But the old m.an is not 
very clever and after falling tho tests 
In the new grammar, In metro, and in 
original research, he Is expelled. On 
tho advice of the Clouds, ho conl|^clH 
his son to go to the scliool. Before 
Phcldlppldcs now appear tho Just and 
tho Unjust Argument. The former, 
presents his case, plcn.dlng for the 
pnoil old days of Marathon, with their 
simplicity and virtue. But his op- 
poiioni uses the mothod of dlnloctlc 
and soon confutes lilm. Consequent- 
ly tho Unjust Argument becomes the 
young m^n's teacher and performs his 
iisk to tho father's perfect .satisfac- 
tion. 

Tho play now hurries on to a cli- 
max. .Stropsindes In banqueting lils son 
and when his debtors come hc ridicules 
them and drives them away. Hut 
Nemesis soon ovortnkes him. Ills son 
strikes him and proves that he Is justi- 
fied. Old men are in their .second 
childhood. New men strike, their clilid- 
ren and say they do It from love. 
Should not old men then bo struck? 
StrepsldOH is Impressed but when his 
sou announces his intention of beat- 
ing his liothov, tho old man Is hor- 
rified. Remorso overtakes him and 
with tho liclp of his slaves ho burns 
down Socrates' School. 

There Is plenty of fun throughout, 
and many Jests at Socrates expense, 
untrue a» they really were. 

In conciunlpn''. Uie' speaker discussed 
tho comedy of vlatcr days which in 
some ways, approached Àrislophancs, 
referring to Ollbcrl aiid diao to Rich- 
ard Barhain, llio author of the Ingolds- 
by Legonds.

oil flames from burners uituatod In the 
roof of the furnaces. Tho oil is' spread 
In an underground tank outsldç tho. 
building and la heated before reaching 
tho burners. The air for the dr.afl Is 
pre-lieateil so as not to chill the mol- 
ten steel. Thi.il Is accomplished by two 
sets of brick Checkerwork, the air pas- 
sing tlirough one and the g.oses of 
combustion through the oilier to heal 
it. Every twenty minutes the condi- 
tions aro reversed, the gases heating 
the cbedkerwork that had -been cooled 
In heating tho air. 

There Is also a threc-eleetrodo type 
electric furnace for melting small 
quantities of special .alloy steels. Tho 
molten metal Is tapped Into bottom- 
teeming ladles, because steel cannot be 
poured over tlie lip of tho ladle satis- 
factorily OS with molten iron. 

Both green sand moulds and dry sand 
moulds aro use<l Iru making steel cast- 
liMçs Tho dry Kind inolds iuid akso tho 
cores for green sand moulds lire, 'made 
of sand that has a binder mixed. >vltli 
It, and are then Uaked In ovens. The 
binder is linseed oil, molasses, or per- 
haps flour, .according to tho kind of 
sand being used. The large core ovens 
aro oil hooted and the small ones 
electric. The moulding floor is -served 
by four overhead traveling crane.", the 
largest liaving a capacity of âO tons. 
Each crane is >?quipped with a small 
auxiliary hoist for handling moulding 
fla.sks and for overturning the empty 
ladle Jn order to dump the slag. The 
moulding pits for large floor work are 
equipped with small .gantry cranes for 
handling the cores of tlie largo moulds. 
Among tho large costings .seen by th.; 
party xverc some locomoilM. iranic-. 
an IS-toti bridge block for the new 
.South .Slicirc Hildge. and a SO-ton 
hydro-electric lurbino runner. 

Of tho many and varied small cast- 
ings, mention should be made of th..' 
railway draw-bars and caupUr parts. 
These form a large portion of the out- 
put of the plant and are also ground 
to 1'ini.shcd size and assembled here. 
The work of thi» deiwrtmenl Is most 
exacting because the rcqutrements of 
tlio American Railroad As.^^oclaiioii 
mu.st be complied with. .Mr. O'Hrleii 
explaaned tlie action of the stimdard 
couplers and explained the thirty or 
more limit gungos that aro used for 
testing ih« moving parts.

C. J. Mltcbrll of Var.-ity. w.is the 
flr.«t speaker on the negjitivo. lio 
based his case on four fncts as fol- 
lows: (1) I'^aclsm was the only force 
that roiild save Italy irom Hohlicvl.-iii 
C) Mii.-:U!llnl has introduced a nat- 
ional spirit Into-lialy (3) "e has given 
.«.table and efficient government (4) 
lie Is introducing an iip-to-datc poIi-.-y 
in Ilal>-. 

Immediately after the war period. 
Italy w,as in a state of political and 
economic cliaus, with riot, bloodshed 
and anarchy rampant. All the "Isms" 
irlgnod Mipremc. Oovernment follow- 
ed government, with no parly able to 
command a majority. With each 'new 
pretiiler- anarchy crept nearer the 
throne. Tu Ifl^'J there was a General 
Strike ill Italy witli dcniorallzing re- 
sults. indu.''try wa^ mmpletcly tied up. 
.Mussolini and his I'aclstti stepped in 
and broke the strike, and a few months 
la'tcr when the snmc thing happened, 
again assumed command and brought 
back industrial peace. The favorite op- 
position to racism appeal-.^ to be thai 
It is against all democratic principles. 
We must not forget that while demo- 
cratic institutions may work in Ens- 
land they will not work in Italy. The 
affirmative have criilclzed the present. 
Kaclsl form of government, but they 
have not substituted ' an>thlng in its 
stead. 

Is Socialist 

In .Mus-'olliil's own words, "I am a 
.Socialist, but before all 1 am an Ital- 
ian". His program is causing the peo- 
ple to tffke a pride In tlie affairs of 
Italy. Before tho dictator came into 
power, then.' wore eleven separate 
groups in existence in Italy, and every 
government was notoriously corrupt. 
.Mussolini swept away all bribery and 
corruption, and has made Italian poli- 
tics a bycword for honesty. 

It is true that some of the actioim 
of the dictator might' have been rather 
arbitrary, but then there can only be 
real liberty in a country if order has 
fll^lt been established. That is e.Nact- 
ly what Benito .Mussolini has been do- 
ing In Italy, flc has restored order, 
and no liberty can exist nithout order. 

K. R. Scott, to second speaker on 
the McGIII team, produced I'Igiiics to 
show that at the time Mussolini came 
Into power, the wealth of Italy In the 
la«t two years had almost doubled It- 
self, whereas In the years following his 
accession of jiower, Ux: Industrial 
nances are , where they were before 
and no Improvement can be' attributed 
to Mussolini. It is true that he has 
Introduced a new spirit Into It.ily, but 
that spirit is one of assassination and 
rampage. He stands at present as the 
great menace to the peace of lOurope 
His dreams of the Mediterranean as 
an Italian lake, and his continual year- 
ning.i for anJUajian;j;m 
'wltli stispIcioirftFlhc' other powers of 
the ivorld.' 

End of Facism 

Soclalis'ni la the end of Fapism, Ihe 
Indiyidiial is the means. The policy
